be willing to/do marmal labor. They say we compel native and 
immigrant workers to send their children to school and that we 
educate them above the tasks their parents perform. The child- 
ren these':people say, not only will do-no manual work theni- 
seheslmt actually despise all who work with their hands. 


Conditions' in this respect, however, are improving, year by 


year 
The demand for labor has been lessened by the develop- 


ment of machinery. We no longer use men as beasts of burden 
in this country and work which formerly 'required only brute 
strength-.now demands a certain amount of skill and training. 
Position iir.socicty has improved in proportion to acceptance of 
obligations and appreciation of better living conditions. The 
•well-to do young man of this generation thinks nothing of shav- 
ing himself, or even repairing and cleaning his own automobile, 
but a man in a similar position 50 years ago would have thought 
it degiading to do similar work. 


In an economic situation in which some have many advan- 


tages and many have few, there is bound to be an idea of caste 
among those who do not think deeply. The army which won 
the World War helped to counteract this idea. The "soft jobs" 
were not all held by rich young men, nor were those in the 
front line trenches there for the lack of prestige and influence. 
Boys brought up in favored surroundings marched and fought 
side by side with hucksters and many of the friendships aud as- 
sociations formed then were lasting.
